What. is curious is that it is not 
merely a question of political op- 
Position, but of a difference of 
judgment and of ‘principles be- 
tween the parties themselves. A 
brilliant conclave of conserva- 
tives, headed by Messrs. Winston 
Churchill, Anthony Eden, Duff 
Cooper and others, joins with the 
Liberal and Labour Parties 
the House, while protesting that 
they in no ease intend to quit 
the Conservative Party, even in 
the event of general elections. In 
France, in the course of the for- 
eign policy debate, extreme right- 
wingers, like Mr. de Kerillis, Edi- 
tor of the “Epoque,” whilst pro- 
claiming their status’ as meuth- 
piece of the nationalists, sustain 
a similar argument with regard to 
the Totalitarians,

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Party, or the Bliim Socialists. In 
Mr. Daladier’s own party, gener- 
jally faithful. to-: 
‘Munich, certain antifascists. de- 
mand a more energetic pdlicy in 
Spain, closely resembling interven- 
tion.

It will be clea erator that 
the extraction of the blackhead 
itself is only a temporary mea- 
sur If we do not seek out the 
cause’ of the trouble cand deal 
with it firmly the whole thing 
will have to be done again every 
three or four days, to the great 
detriment of the skin, which in- 
evitably becomes inflamed — by 
these repeated extractior

one hope to rid oneself of these 
near-acne torments,

His marvellous com- 
mand of Cantonese and Hakka, 
and his thorough understanding 
of Chinese psychology, have led 
many to’ suggest that ho had a 
strain of Chinese blood, and, as 
there is anid to be a _ Cantonese 
speaking element in the isInnd of 
his birth, this ia indeed quite pro- 
bable. In any case it was his 
ability as a linguist, which alded 
him in his career.
